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The  Department  or  Surgery 


The  department  of  surgery  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia  has  had  a  long, 
storied,  and  colorful  past  and  has  played 
a  major  role  in  the  destinies  of  the 
School  as  a  whole — including  its  very 
foundation.  Although  the  present  brief 
article  about  the  department  is  primarily 
aimed  at  describing  its  current  develop- 
ment, it  would  seem  woefully  incomplete 
not  to  mention  a  word  or  two  about  its 
past  heritage. 

The  first  chairman  of  the  department 
of  surgery  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  was  Augustus  L.  Warner  (1838- 
47),  who  was  an  1829  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Maryland.  He  was  chief 
of  surgery  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
for  a  four-year  period  and  then  resigned 
because  of  "lack  of  clinical  advantages" 
and  moved  to  Richmond  to  found  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  under  the 
charter  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  In 
one  six-months'  period  he  was  said  to 
have  performed  more  important  opera- 
tions than  were  performed  in  any  other 
public  institution  in  the  country  at  the 
same  time.  Southern  students  heading 
north  to  medical  schools  stopped  and 
matriculated  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  on  his  account.  He  was  the  first 
to  describe  the  diapedesis  of  white  blood 
cells  as  a  part  of  the  inflammatory  re- 
sponse to  injury   (1846). 

Dr.  Charles  Bell  Gibson  (1847-65),  a 
son  of  the  professor  of  surgery  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  was  the  sec- 
ond chief  of  surgery.  He  developed  the 
use  of  chloroform  anesthesia  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  and  made  clinical  contribu- 
tions to  the  treatment  of  sarcoma  of  the 
jaw,  strangulated  hernia,  and  the  ligation 
of  femoral  aneurysms.  He  served  as  the 
surgeon  general  for  Virginia  during  the 
Civil  War. 

Dr.  Hunter  Holmes  McGuire  (1865- 
80)  trained  in  Winchester,  Tulane,  and 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  an  instructor  in  1859.  He  brought 
140  students  from  Jefferson  to  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia  and  shortly  there- 
after left  to  become  the  chief  surgeon 
for  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  He 
returned  as  chief  of  surgery  to  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  in  1865,  and 
with  his  rich  background  of  battlefield 
experience  contributed  in  many  ways  to 
the  technical  advances  in  surgery  which 
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enjoyed  a  renaissance  in  the  postwar 
years.  In  1880  he  became  professor  emer- 
itus and  in  1893  founded  the  University 
College  of  Medicine  because  of  his  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  standards  of  instruc- 
tion at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 
He  carried  out  experimental  work  related 
to  the  prostrate  gland  and  was  the  first 
to  ligate  the  abdominal  aorta. 

His  successor,  Dr.  J.  S.  D.  Cullen 
(1880-93),  was  an  expert  on  the  surgery 
of  trauma  and  promoted  an  interest  in 
pediatric  surgery.  He  led  the  faculty  op- 
position to  State  Board  examinations  and 
was  critized  by  the  JAMA.  The  attitude 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  fac- 
ulty, epitomized  by  him,  led  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  (by  Dr.  McGuire)  as  a  local 
competitor. 

Dr.  George  Ben  Johnston  (1893-1914) 
was  the  first  to  adopt  enthusiastically 
Lister's  carbolic  acid  spray  and  was  a 
pioneer  in  Virginia  in  biliary  (1895) 
and  gastric  (1899)  surgery.  He  built 
MCV  up  to  the  standards  of  the  Univer- 
sity College  of  Medicine  so  that  they  were 
easily  reunited  in  1914. 

Dr.  Stuart  McGuire  (1914-28)  was  the 
son  of  Hunter  Holmes  McGuire  and  his 
successor  as  the  chief  of  surgery  in  the 
University  College  of  Medicine.  When 
he  became  chief  of  surgery  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia,  upon  the  re- 
uniting of  the  two  schools,  he  was  already 
nationally  prominent  as  a  leader  in  ag- 
gressive surgical  approaches  to  appendi- 
citis, cholelithiasis,  and  toxic  goiter.  He 
was  best  known  for  the  rapidity  and 
dexterity  of  his  technique.  He  was 
instrumental  in  the  uniting  of  the 
two  schools  and,  subsequently,  became 
dean  of  medicine,  president  of  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia,  and  chairman 
of  the  Board.  Dr.  G.  Paul  LaRoque 
(1928-35)  was  known  particularly  for 
his  operative  approach  to  the  treatment 
of  sliding  inguinal  hernia,  a  technique 
which  is  still  standard  for  this  condition 
today.  Dr.  Isaac  A.  Bigger  (1935-55) 
came  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
from  Vanderbilt.  He  received  national 
recognition  for  his  pioneering  work  in 
the  treatment  of  traumatic  wounds  of  the 
heart,  local  adulation  for  his  ability  as 
a  clinician  and  a  teacher,  and  for  his  self- 
less devotion  to  his  patients.  Upon  his  un- 
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timely  death  in  1955,  Dr.  Carrington 
Williams,  Sr.,  became  the  acting  head 
and  carried  on  these  duties  until  1956. 

There  were  others  who  contributed 
greatly  to  the  fame  of  the  department, 
including  Dr.  A.  Murat  Willis  who  from 
the  years  1913  to  1928  not  only  rose  to 
the  rank  of  professor  of  surgery  but  was 
also  dean  and  president  during  portions 
of  this  interval.  Dr.  J.  Shelton  Horsley 
was  noted  particularly  for  his  contribu- 
tions to  vascular  surgery  and  for  his 
book  on  operative  surgery,  which  was 
subsequently  updated  in  collaboration  with 
Doctor  Bigger,  and  still  later  by  his  son, 
Dr.  Guy  Horsley.  Dr.  Everett  I.  Evans 
founded  the  burn  unit  in  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  created  the 
formula  for  fluid  replacement  in  burns 
which  bears  his  name.  He  began  the 
modern-day  surgical  research  program  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  directed 
primarily  toward  a  study  of  the  metabolic 
changes  encountered  in  burn  patients. 

In  the  area  of  the  surgical  specialties 
the  names  of  Drs.  William  T.  Graham 
and  H.  Page  Mauck  in  orthopedics, 
Dr.  Claude  C.  Coleman  and  his  student, 
John  Meredith,  in  neurosurgery,  and  Aus- 
tin I.  Dodson  in  urology  stand  out.  There 
were  many  others  who  deserve  to  be  men- 
tioned, but  space  permits  only  the  shortest 
summary. 

The  past  decade  has  been  a  time  of 
electrifying  progress  in  surgery,  as  in 
other  fields  of  medicine.  These  advances 
have  consisted  not  only  of  more  and  more 
sophisticated  types  of  surgical  techniques 
but  also  in  the  utilization  clinically  of 
fundamental  discoveries  in  the  research 
laboratories.  Our  own  department  has 
been  caught  up  in  the  floodtide  of  scien- 
tific and  clinical  achievement  and  has 
been  privileged  to  contribute  in  some 
small  measure  to  its  advances. 

The  goals  of  the  department  are  to 
produce  superior  clinical  surgeons  in  all 
the  fields  of  surgery,  to  develop  men  who 
will  remain  in  academic  surgery  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  in  other 
institutions,  to  provide  a  rewarding  ex- 
perience in  surgery  for  the  student,  and 
to  develop  and  maintain  an  investigative 
program  which  will  contribute  signif- 
icantly to  the  welfare  of  the  patient  and 
to  the  advancement  of  medical  knowledge; 
our   ultimate    objective    is    to   administer 
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the  best  possible  care  to  present  and 
future  generations  of  patients. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  develop- 
ment of  the  department  has  proceeded 
along  five  main  lines:  (1)  the  creation 
of  several  additional  formal  divisions  and 
informal  sections  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increasing  complexity  and  specialization 
of  the  field,  (2)  an  expansion  of  the 
residency  and  internship  program,  (3) 
participation  in  the  development  of  the 
new  student  curriculum,  (4)  the  growth 
of  a  vigorous  and  effective  experimental 
and  clinical  investigative  and  research 
training  program,  and  (5)  the  beginnings 
of  a  planned  increase  in  postgraduate 
education.  Each  of  these  areas  will  be 
briefly  considered  in  the  paragraphs  that 
follow,  though  not  necessarily  in  se- 
quence. 

In  1956  there  were  six  full-time  staff 
members  in  the  department,  whereas  there 
are  currently  23  and  are  expected  to  be 
31  by  July  1,  1966.  Much  of  this  growth 
has  come  about  in  specialty  divisions, 
each  of  which  will  be  described  in  short 
sketches  below.  The  surgical  service  of 
the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  is 
carried  as  a  division  of  the  department 
of  surgery,  and  the  residency  program 
encompasses  both  facilities.  The  specialty 
services  at  the  VA  will  be  discussed 
under   the   appropriate  MCV   divisions. 

THE  DIVISIONS  AND  THE 
RESEARCH    PROGRAMS 

I.   Urology 

The  division  of  urology  is  headed  by 
Dr.  George  R.  Prout,  Jr.,  who  became  the 
first  full-time  chairman  of  the  division 
five  years  ago,  succeeding  the  late  Dr. 
Austin  Dodson,  Sr.  He  was  trained  at 
the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  and  at  Memorial  Center  for  Can- 
cer and  Allied  Diseases.  The  full-time 
faculty  also  includes  Dr.  R.  C.  Bunts, 
chief  of  the  VA  section,  and  will  be  aug- 
mented by  two  additional  members  in  the 
next  few  months.  Part-time  faculty  are 
Drs.  A.  I.  Dodson,  Jr.,  J.  E.  Hill,  F.  N. 
Pole,  L.  A.  Frederick,  J.  I.  Masloff, 
H.  S.  Rowland,  Jr.,  J.  A.  Selph,  W.  T. 
Stuart,  and  W.  R.  Jones. 

The  residency  training  program  utilizes 
90  beds,  devoted  to  all  types  of  urological 
cases,  with  particular  emphasis  on  ex- 
tensive pelvic  surgery;  pediatric  urology; 
urinary  diversion ;  renal  homotransplanta- 
tion;  and,  at  the  VA,  the  management  of 
the  paraplegic. 
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The  research  program  is  an  extensive 
one  directed  toward  four  primary  lines 
of  investigation.  The  first  is  a  clinical 
study  in  prostate  and  bladder  cancer, 
supported  by  the  NIH  and  embracing 
14  institutions  from  U.C.L.A.  and  Ore- 
gon, eastward  to  Bowman-Gray  and 
Rochester.  The  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia is  the  administrative  headquarters 
for  the  cooperative  study  group.  The 
second  consists  of  a  variety  of  immu- 
nologic studies  in  the  clinical  transplant 
program,  some  particularly  nice  data  hav- 
ing been  published  on  serum  and  urine 
enzyme  changes  with  threatened  rejection 
of  the  transplant.  The  third  consists  of 
enzyme  studies  in  patients  with  renal  and 
other  neoplasms.  Separate  facets  of  these 
studies  have  been  presented  by  Dr.  L.  J. 
Denis  and  by  Dr.  E.  V.  Macalalog,  Jr., 
research  fellows;  and  both  received  high- 
est awards  in  national  competition.  The 
fourth  promises  to  offer  a  unique  solution 
to  prostate  cancer,  although  thus  far  it 
has  been  tried  only  in  animals.  It  has 
been  found  that  antibodies  made  against 
prostatic  fluid,  animal  or  human,  are 
capable  of  destroying  prostatic  tissue 
completely  without  any  apparent  dele- 
terious side  effects. 

II.   Neurosurgery 

The  neurosurgical  service  has  been  un- 
der the  direction  of  Dr.  William  F. 
Collins,  chairman,  since  1963.  He  is  a 
product  of  Yale  and  received  his  neuro- 
surgical training  at  Washington  University 
in  St.  Louis.  He  came  here  from  Western 
Reserve  University.  The  full-time  faculty 
consists  of  Drs.  Jack  Ulmer,  chief  of  the 
Veterans  Administration  section,  Louis 
Conway,  and  Henry  Brown.  The  part- 
time  faculty  are  Drs.  Charles  E.  Troland, 
William  M.  Eagles,  Joseph  F.  Kell,  John 
F.  Kendrick,  Hyman  Stromberg,  Robert 
B.    Singer,    and   Anthony   G.   Velo.    On 


the  combined  services,  there  are  approxi- 
mately 1200  patients  admitted  and  over 
900  major  operations  performed  each 
year. 

An  electrophysiological  laboratory  for 
the  investigation  of  the  organization  and 
function  of  afferent  pathways  has  been 
developed  in  the  past  two  years.  This 
research  program  is  concerned  with  the 
anatomical  definition  and  physiological 
characteristics  of  pathways  which  have  a 
high  probability  of  conducting  pain.  It 
has  been  demonstrated  that  these  path- 
ways are  constituted  by  fibers  of  small 
size  and  that  they  have  a  particular  sus- 
ceptibility to  drugs  with  analgesic  prop- 
erties. The  physiological  characteristics 
and  the  anatomical  definition  of  these 
pathways  are  being  studied  not  only  in 
an  attempt  to  find  more  effective  surgical 
procedures  for  relief  of  pain  but  also  as 
a  means  of  identifying  compounds  which 
have  analgesic  properties.  Alteration  in 
the  function  of  the  pathways  appears  to 
be  a  method  of  identifying  analgesic  com- 
pounds and,  therefore,  offering  the  experi- 
mental pharmacologist  and  biochemist  the 
possibility  of  developing  more  satisfactory 
analgesics. 

A  second  area  of  research  which  has 
been  developed  in  the  past  few  years  is 
the  study  of  pituitary  function  and  its 
neural  control.  This  project  has  both 
clinical  and  basic  science  aspects.  Patients 
with  endocrine-sensitive  tumors,  particu- 
larly carcinoma  of  the  breast,  can  benefit 
by  ablative  procedures  of  the  pituitary. 
The  opportunity  to  study  alterations  in 
pituitary  function  in  these  patients  has 
been  utilized  to  develop  laboratory  pro- 
cedures for  evaluation  of  pituitary  func- 
tion. The  study  has  also  helped  to  de- 
velop simplified  techniques  for  hypo- 
physectomy,  for  control  of  diabetic 
retinopathy,  and  carcinoma  of  the  breast. 
There  is  evidence  that  growth  hormone 
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is  a  significant  factor  in  the  production 
of  the  complications  of  diabetes,  and 
studies  are  being  made  on  monkeys  with 
hypothalamic  lesions  to  alter  the  produc- 
tion of  growth  hormone  without  affecting 
the  remaining  pituitary  function.  It  is 
hoped  that,  since  in  the  diabetic  patients 
atherosclerosis  and  arteriosclerosis  appear 
prematurely  and  may  relate  to  altered 
growth  hormone  production,  lesions  in 
the  hypothalamus  which  leave  the  re- 
mainder of  pituitary  intact  but  suppress 
the  growth  hormone  may  be  a  safer 
method  of  controlling  these  complications 
than  hypophysectomy.  It  can  be  envis- 
ioned that  such  lesions  might  be  widely 
applied  in  relation  to  atherosclerosis  in 
general. 

A  major  problem  in  the  young  adult 
is  subarachnoid  hemorrhage.  A  third 
project  in  the  division  of  neurological 
surgery  is  the  production  of  experimental 
cerebral  aneurysms  in  dogs  so  that  the 
pathogenesis,  methods  for  control,  and 
methods  of  averting  catastrophic  hem- 
orrhage can  be  studied  in  the  experimental 
animal.  Plans  for  an  experimental  x-ray 
unit  in  the  laboratories  are  underway  in 
order  to  further  advance  this  study  and 
to  develop  more  exact  techniques  of 
neuroradiological  diagnosis. 

Within  the  next  year  construction  of 
an  intensive  care  area  for  neurosurgical 
patients  in  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia Hospitals  will  be  completed  with 
its  own  special  nursing  personnel  and 
specialized  equipment  for  optimal  care  of 
postoperative  and  post-traumatic  neuro- 
surgical patients.  A  new  operating  room 
will  be  also  be  completed  with  monitor- 
ing equipment  and  special  x-ray  equip- 
ment for  better  patient  control  and  for 
the  application  of  experimentally  per- 
fected stereotaxic  techniques. 
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III.   Orthopedics 

The  orthopedic  surgical  division,  like 
all  others,  has  increased  tremendously  in 
activity  and  in  size  as  the  years  have 
passed;  and  further  strengthening  has 
taken  place  under  each  succeeding  pro- 
fessor from  Dr.  William  Tate  Graham, 
1913-1948;  Dr.  H.  Page  Mauck,  1948- 
1955;  to  Dr.  M.  J.  Hoover,  Jr.,  1955-66. 
The  program  is  conducted  in  three  loca- 
tions: the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
proper,  the  Crippled  Children's  Hospital, 
and  the  Veterans  Hospital — so  that  a  wide 


variety  of  cases  from  acute  trauma  to  re- 
constructive procedures,  in  children  and 
adults,  is  available.  There  is  a  total  of 
about   150  beds. 

The  full-time  staff  consists  of  Dr.  M. 
Josiah  Hoover,  chairman,  and  Dr.  Robert 
H.  Mauck  at  the  Veterans  Administration 
Hospital.  Dr.  James  T.  Tucker  is  chief 
of  staff  at  Crippled  Children's  Hospital. 
The  part-time  staff  consists  of  Drs.  R.  D. 
Butterworth,  Beverley  Clary,  Earnest  Car- 
penter, William  Daner,  Edwin  W.  Ha- 
kala,  William  Deyerle,  Virgil  R.  May, 
Jr.,  James  B.  Dalton,  Jr.,  Herman  M. 
Nachman,  Robert  H.  Mauck,  John  H. 
Butterworth,  Franklin  P.  Watkins,  Wil- 
liam R.  Mauck,  E.  L.  Clements,  Jr., 
Thomas  R.  Butterworth,  Jr.,  Robert 
Pilcher,  Jr.,  and   Charles   McDowell. 

In  addition  to  the  hospital  work,  ortho- 
pedic clinics  are  held  on  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday, and  Friday  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  Hospital  outpatient  depart- 
ment. A  prosthetic  evaluation  board  is 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  department 
of  physical  medicine  and  rehabilitation 
every  Thursday,  and  a  cerebral  palsy 
clinic  is  conducted  every  Wednesday. 
Orthopedics  and  pediatrics  cooperate  in 
conducting  a  C  &  E  Clinic  for  evaluating 
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the  problems  of  children  and  attempting 
to  channel  the  patients  into  the  proper 
hands  for  further  assistance.  Representa- 
tives from  the  orthopedic  service  take 
part  in  the  hand  clinic,  the  rheumatoid 
clinic,  and  the  amputee  clinic.  A  special 
clinic  for  the  treatment  of  club  feet  is 
conducted  every  Wednesday  morning; 
and  staff  conferences  alternating  between 
the  Crippled  Children's  Hospital  and 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Hospitals 
are  held  on  each  Friday,  for  discussion 
of  difficult  problems,  evaluation  of  past 
work,  and  to  make  recommendations  as 
to  future  handling  of  patients. 

The  research  projects  include  a  study 
on  anatomic  variation  in  the  palmaris 
longus  and  prosthetic  tendon  replace- 
ments by  Doctor  McDowell,  evaluation 
of  pseudarthrosis  in  scoliosis  by  Doctors 
May  and  William  Mauck,  modified  shoul- 
der repair  in  recurrent  dislocations  by 
Doctor  May,  and  a  review  of  hip  pros- 
these  and  fractures  and  anterior  cervical 
spine  fusion  by  Doctor  Deyerle.  Dr. 
Thomas  Butterworth  is  studying  and  re- 
viewing the  relationship  between  elec- 
tromyographic studies  and  progression  of 
spinal  fusion  curves.  He  is  also  seeking 
to  determine  the  clinical  applications  of 
such  a  test,  particularly  related  to  the 
detection  of  pseudarthrosis  of  spinal 
grafts  following  initial  treatment  for 
scoliosis.  For  the  past  four  years  Dr. 
Herman  Nachman,  in  collaboration  with 
Mr.  Edward  R.  Berry  of  the  department 
of  biophysics,  has  been  conducting  re- 
search on  the  protein  matrix  of  bone.  A 
method  has  been  developed  whereby 
proteins  in  human  bone  are  solubilized, 
dialyzed,  and  separated  by  agar  gel  elec- 
trophoresis. The  electrophoretic  patterns 
are  then  analyzed  on  a  microspectrodensi- 
tometer  developed  by  the  department  of 
biophysics.  The  effects  of  variation  of 
temperature,  time,  and  concentration  of 
extracting  medium  have  been  widly  ex- 
plored and  are  presently  being  analyzed. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  Doctor 
Hoover  has  resigned  the  chairmanship  of 
the  division  to  be  effective  June  1,  1966, 
and  has  been  appointed  clinical  professor 
of  orthopedic  surgery.  Dr.  Stanley  M. 
Elmore  of  Vanderbilt  has  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  division  and  associate 
professor  of  orthopedic  surgery,  and  will 
assume  these  duties  June  1,  1966.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Vanderbilt  University 
School  of  Medicine,  where  he  received 
the  Borden  award   for  the  best  research 
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by  a  medical  student.  He  then  took  his 
internship  and  assistant  residency  in  sur- 
gery, followed  by  three  years  of  ortho- 
pedic residency,  all  at  Vanderbilt.  He 
spent  two  additional  years  at  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  in  Bethesda.  His 
research  interests  include  studies  on  the 
relationship  of  chromosomal  aberrations 
to  bone  disease.  The  division  will  ulti- 
mately expand  to  include  at  least  four 
or  five  full-time  members. 

IV.   Plastic 

A  division  of  plastic  surgery  has  only 
recently  been  created,  and  a  full-time 
chairman  is  currently  being  sought.  For 
many  years  the  plastic  service  has  been 
ably  run  on  a  part-time  basis  by  Drs. 
Leroy  Smith  and  Hunter  Jackson,  and 
they  have  recently  been  joined  by  Dr. 
Claude  C.  Coleman.  The  new  service  will 
provide  residency  training  at  the  Medical 
College  Hospital;  the  Crippled  Children's 
Hospital,  where  Dr.  Leroy  Smith  is  chief 
of  service;  and  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion Hospital.  The  total  number  of  beds 
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is  expected  to  be  about  70.  It  will  en- 
compass certain  problems  in  hand  sur- 
gery, head  and  neck  surgery,  adult  and 
children's  reconstructive  surgery,  the 
paraplegic  patient,  and  others.  It  is 
planned  to  develop  a  program  for  the 
training  of  a  plastic  resident  while  con- 
tinuing to  train  the  general  surgical  house 
staff  as  they  rotate  through  the  service. 

At  the  present  time  the  plastic  service 
serves  in  a  consultative  capacity  for  all 
types  of  plastic  problems,  both  at  the 
Medical  College  Hospitals  and  the  Vet- 
erans Hospital.  Because  we  have  not 
previously  had  a  program  designed  to 
qualify  residents  in  plastic  surgery,  the 
plastic  service  at  Crippled  Children's 
Hospital  has  been  used  very  little  for 
residency  training.  Doctors  Smith  and 
Jackson  have  contributed  a  tremendous 
amount  of  time  and  energy  to  the  Crip- 
pled Children's  program  and  to  many  of 
the  plastic  problems  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege. Doctor  Jackson  has  spent  a  good 
deal  of  time  in  reconstructive  work  on 
the  paraplegic  patients,  particularly  at  the 
Veterans  Hospital.  Doctor  Coleman  has 
recently  helped  to  carry  out  some  of  the 
teaching  in  head  and  neck  surgery  along 
with  Dr.  Yale  Zimberg.  This  is  primarily 
concerned  with  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  cancers  arising  in  the  cranial,  facial, 
and  cervical  regions.  A  unified  plan  of 
tumor  destruction  and  surgical  recon- 
struction is  worked  out  with  a  responsible 
resident.  The  patients  are  seen  in  the 
tumor  clinic  initially  and  are  followed  in 
the  clinic  after  leaving  the  hospital.  Head 
and  neck  rounds  are  made  on  Thursday 
evening  with  the  surgical  house  staff. 

Clinic  studies  under  way  at  the  present 
time  include  an  investigation  of  the  tech- 
nique of  removal  of  the  temporal  bone 
for  advanced  cancers  arising  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  external  ear,  scalp,  and  parotid 
region,    methods    for    immediate    recon- 
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struction  of  the  cheek  following  the  sur- 
gical treatment  of  advanced  neoplasms 
of  the  parotid  and  buccal  mucosa,  the 
treatment  of  persistent  cancers  in  the 
pharynx  and  larynx,  and  new  incisions 
for  combined  surgical  approaches  to  the 
oral  cavity  and  neck. 

V.  Thoracic  and  Cardiac 

A  division  of  thoracic  and  cardiac  sur- 
gery was  recently  created  and  Dr.  Richard 
Lower,  formerly  of  Cornell  and  Stan- 
ford University,  was  appointed  as  the 
chairman.  The  full-time  faculty  includes 
Drs.  Lewis  H.  Bosher,  Jr.,  James  W. 
Brooks,  Arnold  M.  Salzberg  (pediatric 
thoracic  surgery),  Yale  Zimberg,  and 
Richard  J.  Cleveland.  The  part-time  facul- 
ty includes  Drs.  Owen  Gwathmey  and 
Thomas  N.  P.  Johns. 

The  thoracic  and  cardiac  service  pro- 
vides instruction  of  students  and  house 
staff  in  the  principals  and  techniques 
used  in  the  surgical  management  of 
intrathoracic  disease.  This  is  accomplished 
by  ward  rounds,  conferences,  and  through 
experiences  as  a  member  of  the  surgical 
team  at  the  operating  table.  In  addition 
to  this  a  program  has  begun  for  the 
postgraduate  training  of  residents  and 
fellows  for  certification  by  the  Board  of 
Thoracic  Surgery.  The  program  embraces 
the  thoracic  services  at  the  Veterans  Hos- 
pital and  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia and  the  cardiac  service  at  the  Med- 
ical College  Hospital.  Members  of  the 
division  serve  as  consultants  to  the  chest 
clinics  and  the  congenital  heart  disease 
clinic.  The  total  service  comprises  about 
60  beds  involving  all  types  of  surgery 
in  the  field. 

Cardiovascular  research  is  being  carried 
out  in  the  laboratories  of  Doctor  Lower 
and  Doctor  Bosher.  Projects  under  the 
direction  of  Doctor  Lower  include: 
studies    of    cardiac    homotransplantation 
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and  autotransplantation  in  the  dog,  canine 
aortic  valve  homografts,  and  transplanta- 
tion of  the  lung.  Long  term  survivors 
(up  to  a  year)  have  been  obtained  with 
cardiac  homografts  in  dogs  whose  own 
hearts  have  been  removed.  Dog  cadaver 
hearts  have  been  resuscitated  in  the  lab- 
oratory and  successfully  transplanted  with 
prolonged  survival.  Aortic  valve  homo- 
grafts  seem  to  be  a  promising  replacement 
for  certain  types  of  valve  defects  in  man, 
and  the  investigative  work  along  these 
lines  is  designed  to  perfect  a  technique 
for  ultimate  clinical  use. 

Doctor  Bosher  and  Doctor  Matsumoto, 
who  is  the  Virginia  Heart  Association 
Research  Fellow,  are  studying  the  in 
vitro  support  of  the  isolated  beating 
heart  using  the  membrane  oxygenator, 
in  order  to  extend  the  period  of  storage 
for  hearts  prior  to  transplantation. 

At  the  Veterans  Administration  Hos- 
pital under  Doctor  Zimberg,  a  procedure 
has  been  developed  for  using  Marlex 
mesh  mediastinal  and  tracheobronchial 
stabilization  following  lung  resection  to 
prevent  postoperative  mediastinal  shift, 
tracheobronchial  distortion,  and  lung 
over-distention. 

Doctor   Bosher   became   a   member   of 
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the  department  of  surgery  in  1950  and 
was  instrumental  in  the  early  develop- 
ment of  the  cardiac  surgery  program  at 
MCV.  Doctor  Lower,  Doctor  Bosher,  Dr. 
Carolyn  McCue,  of  the  department  of 
pediatrics,  and  Dr.  Reno  Porter,  of  the  de- 
partment of  medicine,  with  the  coopera- 
tion and  participation  of  the  Virginia  State 
Bureau  of  Crippled  Children,  are  con- 
ducting a  comprehensive  program  for  the 
diagnosis  and  surgical  treatment  of  con- 
genital and  rheumatic  heart  disease. 

Doctor  Brooks  has  served  as  principle 
investigator  for  MCV  in  the  cooperative 
study  of  combined  surgery  and  chemo- 
therapy for  the  treatment  of  pulmonary 
carcinoma  and  is  chairman  of  the  re- 
search committee  of  the  Richmond  Area 
Heart  Association. 

VI.  Veterans  Hospital 

The  surgical  service  at  the  McGuire 
Veterans  Hospital  has  been  completely 
integrated  with  that  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  for  the  past  six  years. 
To  further  strengthen  the  teaching  bonds 
between  the  two  institutions  and  to 
underscore  the  full-time  teaching  com- 
mitments of  the  faculty  at  the  Veterans 
Hospital,  the  VA  surgical  service  has 
been  organized  as  a  division  of  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia  department  of 
surgery.  Dr.  Yale  Zimberg  is  chief  of 
the  surgical  service  at  the  Veterans  Hos- 
pital and  chairman  of  the  VA  division 
of  the  department  of  surgery  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia.  He  is  ably  as- 
sisted by  Dr.  C.  Cooper  Bell.  Jr..  who  is 
assistant  chief  of  surgery  at  the  VA  and 
assistant  professor  of  surgery  at  the  Med- 
ical College  of  Virginia.  The  service 
consists  of  227  beds  distributed  among 
general  surgery,  thoracic  surgery,  oto- 
laryngology, ophthalmology,  orthopedics, 
urology,   and  neurological  surgery.   Each 
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of  the  specialty  divisions  has  been  con- 
sidered as  a  section  under  the  corre- 
sponding Medical  College  of  Virginia 
division.  The  eye  service,  headed  by  Dr. 
Edward  W.  Perkins,  clinical  professor 
of  ophthalmolgy  at  MCV,  is  indepen- 
dently accredited  and  consists  of  a  15- 
bed  unit  and  a  large  outpatient  clinic 
run  by  three  residents  and  five  attend- 
ings.  Anesthesiology,  a  part  of  surgery, 
is  also  independently  accredited  for  res- 
idency training.  Dr.  Cornelius  G.  Lynch, 
professor  of  anesthesiology  at  MCV,  is 
chief  of  the  section  of  anesthesiology  at 
the  VA  Hospital.  The  surgical  service 
has  been  designated  as  a  regional  center 
for  major  vascular  surgery  and  head  and 
neck  oncology. 

The  investigative  program  has  in- 
cluded clinical  studies  of  patients  with 
peptic  ulcer  disease  in  an  attempt  to  de- 
termine the  best  surgical  procedure  for 
ulcer  based  upon  change  in  gastic  acid 
secretion,  motility  disturbances,  and  meta- 
bolic alterations.  The  surgical  research 
laboratory  has  been  used  for  studies  on 
the  effect  of  radiation  on  lymphatics  and 
lymph  nodes,  the  hemodynamics  of  acute 
and  chronic  A-V  fistulae  using  cineflu- 
orography  and  radioactive  RAI  and  sodi- 
um chloride  disappearance  curves,  changes 
in  cardiac  output  with  endocardial  and 
myocardial  pacing,  effect  of  Marlex  and 
Dacron  cloth  wrapping  of  various  arterial 
prosthesis  on  suture  lines,  effect  of  bile 
and  pancreatic  juice  on  gastric  mucosa, 
cineradiography  and  pressure  studies  of 
the  common  duct  and  ampullary  region, 
and  the  effect  of  surgery  and  anesthesia 
on  renal,  live,  and  pancreatic  function. 
Doctor  Bell  is  carrying  out  a  detailed 
study  on  the  mechanisms  involved  in  the 
conjugation  of  adrenal  steroids. 

VII.   General  Surgery 

The   general    surgical    service    consists 
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of  eight  informally  designated  sections 
which  have  developed  greater  or  lesser 
degrees  of  autonomy.  These  are  vascular 
surgery,  the  clinical  transplant  program, 
pediatric  surgery,  burn  surgery,  general 
surgery,  oncology,  the  emergency  room, 
and  the  outpatient  department.  These 
will  be  considered  in  sequence.  The  over- 
all direction  of  this  division  is  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Doctor  Hume.  The 
full-time  members  of  the  division  are 
Drs.  Herbert  C.  Lee,  J.  M.  Harrison,  B.  W. 
Haynes,  Jr.,  Arnold  M.  Salzberg,  H.  M. 
Lee,  Hunter  H.  McGuire,  Jr.,  Max  S. 
Rittenbury,  Henry  P.  Royster,  H.  Myron 
Kauffman  and,  G.  Melville  Williams.  Part- 
time  members  are  Drs.  F.  Philip  Coleman, 
A.  Stephens  Graham,  Guy  W.  Horsley, 
Harry  J.  Warthen,  Webster  P.  Barnes, 
James  F.  Blades,  Kenneth  J.  Cherry,  Custis 
L.  Coleman,  Donald  S.  Daniel,  William 
R.  Hill,  William  A.  Johns,  Martin  Mark- 
owitz,  Benjamin  W.  Rawles,  Jr.,  Robert 
V.  Terrell,  George  D.  Vaughan,  T.  Duval 
Watts,  Carrington  Williams,  Jr.,  B.  No- 
land  Carter,  II,  Clarence  C.  Chewning, 
Jr.,  Joseph  W.  Coxe,  III,  John  P.Eastham, 
James  T.  Gianoulis,  William  F.  Grigg, 
Alvah  L.  Herring,  Jr.,  Ralph  A.  Natvig,

a.  The  Vascular  Section:  The  full-time 
staff  in  the  vascular  section  consists  of 
Drs.  Hume,  H.  M.  Lee,  G.  Melville 
Williams,  and  Hunter  H.  McGuire. 
Vascular  rounds  are  held  Thursday  morn- 
ing and  the  vascular  clinic  meets  Thurs- 
day afternoon.  The  service  averages  about 
20-25  beds  and  includes  all  types  of 
vascular  problems.  Clinical  studies  have 
been   carried   out  on   the   hemodynamics 


of  portacaval  shunts,  dissecting  aneurysms, 
ruptured  aneurysms,  various  types  of 
femoral  artery  reconstructive  for  oc- 
clusive disease,  unique  problems  of  vas- 
cular reconstruction,  new  graft  materials, 
subclavian  steal  syndrome,  embolization 
trom  subclavian  artery  stenosis,  renal 
artery  disease,  and  surgical  hypertension. 
In  the  laboratory  studies  have  progressed 
on  venous  prosthetic  replacement,  coated 
grafts,  methods  for  overcoming  vascular 
spasm,  hepatic  hemodynamics,  and  ho- 
mologous vein  replacement. 

b.  The  Transplant  Section:  The  surgical 
staff  of  the  transplant  section  consists  of 
Drs.  Hume,  H.  M.  Lee,  G.  M.  Williams, 
H.  M.  Kauffman,  H.  J.  O.  White,  J. 
Ferre,  George  R.  Prout,  and  a  number 
of  research  fellows  including  Drs.  James 
Wolf,  J.  Dickinson  McGavic,  Richard 
J.  Cleveland,  Jock  Wheeler,  and  W. 
Edward  Dalton.  The  program  has  been 
carried  out  in  association  with  members 
of  many  other  departments,  particularly 
the  section  of  renal  physiology  in  the  de- 
partment of  medicine,  beginning  origi- 
nally with  Dr.  Joseph  Magee,  subsequently 
with  Dr.  John  Bower  and  currently  with 
Dr.  Russell  Randall  and  his  staff.  The 
department  of  pathology  has  also  been 
intimately  involved,  particularly  Doctors 
Hudson,  Madge,  and  Fisher.  The  de- 
partment of  radiology  has  collobarated  in 
radiation  studies — particularly  Doctors 
King,  Sharpe,  and  O'Foghludha.  In  all, 
18  departments  or  divisions  have  some 
association  with  the  transplant  program. 
The  service  consists  of  about  22  beds, 
of  which  7  are  located  on  the  clinical 
transplant  center,  11  in  the  ambulator)' 
unit,  one  to  two  on  the  clinical  research 
center,  and  two  to  three  in  scatter 
beds  throughout  the  hospital.  Initially 
the  program  was  financed  by  the  hospital, 
but  for  the  last  three  years  it  has  been 
financed  completely  by  the  National 
Heart  Institute  of  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health.  Since  the  inception  of  the 
program  on  August  6,  1962,  we  have 
performed  90  non-twin  renal  homo- 
transplants  with  better  than  two-thirds 
survival  of  the  entire  group.  Many  in- 
novations in  the  accomplishment  of  clin- 
ical transplantation  have  been  achieved 
as  a  consequence  of  the  program.  Most 
of  these  had  their  genesis  in  the  surgical 
research  laboratories.  Among  the  patients 
transplanted  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia   are   the   longest  living   cadaver 
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transplant  in  the  world;  the  longest  liv- 
ing non-twin  live  donor  transplant  in 
the  United  States,  and  the  second  longest 
in  the  world;  the  first  surviving  second 
transplant;  the  longest  surviving  second 
transplant;  the  only  surviving  third  trans- 
plant; and  the  first  successful  transplant 
in  which  both  kidneys  of  a  cadaver  were 
utilized — one  being  placed  in  each  of 
two  recipients.  In  addition  to  the  dozens 
of  research  projects  that  are  an  integral 
part  of  the  clinical  program,  there  is  a 
regular  rotation  for  the  resident  staff 
through  the  center,  and  it  provides  a 
teaching  facility  for  both  students  and 
house  staff.  Studies  of  homologous  liver 
perfusion  have  been  carried  out  in  four 
patients  and  additional  studies  in  these 
areas  are  planned. 

There  is  a  nursing  staff  of  25  on  the 
unit  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kay 
Andrews  and  a  dietary  staff  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Lounds. 
There  is  a  laboratory  staff  of  four,  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Betty  Stewart,  who 
are  solely  concerned  with  the  daily  rou- 
tine laboratory  studies  on  the  patients. 
A  sterile  facility  on  the  clinical  trans- 
plant center  is  used  for  the  isolation  of 
infected  or  very  sick  patients.  The 
dialysis  facility  on  4  north,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  John  Setter,  is  used 
in  the  preparation  of  patients  for  trans- 
plantation and  is  supported  in  part  by 
the  transplant  center.  Studies  on  the  pa- 
tients are  conducted  in  a  variety  of  labora- 
tories in  the  Strauss  Building  and  the 
MEB.  About  25  technicians  and  labora- 
tory workers  are  engaged  in  transplant 
studies  under  the  general  supervision  of 
Mr.  James  Dwyer,  Mr.  Mike  Millington, 
and  Miss  Arline  Clements. 

c.  Pediatric  Surgical  Section:  Pediatric 
surgery  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Arnold  M.   Salzberg  with  the  assistance 
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of  Dr.  Jacquelin  M.  Harrison.  The  pedi- 
atric surgical  service  consists  of  20  to 
30  beds  containing  patients  whose  ages 
range  from  birth  to  12  years.  A  full 
complement  of  house  officers  is  engaged 
in  the  diagnosis  and  management  of  the 
patients.  There  is  a  pediatric  surgical 
outpatient  clinic  which  meets  twice  a 
week  where  new  patients  are  seen  and 
postoperative  patients  are  followed.  The 
scope  of  the  clinic  and  the  size  of  the 
inpatient  service  has  been  tremendously 
increased  by  the  enthusiastic  support  of 
the  Bureau  of  Crippled  Children  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Louise  Galvin.  The 
teaching  program  involves  both  junior 
and  senior  students  and  consists  of  ex- 


perience of  the  outpatient  clinic  and 
assignments  and  rounds  on  inpatients. 
Seminars  on  interesting  patients  are  con- 
ducted  once   a   week. 

The  clinical  investigative  program  in- 
volves an  evaluation  of  the  treatment 
of  the  dominate  congenital  and  acquired 
surgical  lesions  of  infancy  and  chil':: 
which  have  been  seen  during  the  five- 
year  history  of  the  service.  The  surgical 
research  laboratory  is  being  utilized  for 
the  study  of  the  cardiorespiratory  phe- 
nomenon following  omphalocele  repair. 

d.  The  Burn  Section:  The  burn  section  is 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  B.  W.  Haynes 
with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Max  S.  Rit- 
tenbury.  Since  its  organization  in  1949, 
the  burn  service  has  functioned  as  a  teach- 
ing, research,  and  clinical  care  facility. 
Students,  nurses,  and  house  staff  spend 
time  on  the  unit  learning  the  care  of 
burn  patients  with  wound  infections, 
fluid  and  electrolyte  balance  problems, 
renal  insufficiency,  skin  grafting,  and 
nutritional  needs.  During  the  fiscal  year 
1964  to  1965  over  200  patients  were 
treated  in  the  hospital,  the  largest  num- 
ber of  patients  ever  admitted  during  one 
twelve-month  period.  Approximately  half 
of  this  total  group  were  children. 
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Research  in  burns  over  the  past  few 
years  has  been  concerned  with  fluid  and 
electrolyte  management,  with  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Evans  formula, 
pseudodiabetes  in  th  burn  patient,  the 
development  of  the  universal  burn  dress- 
ing, and  numerous  investigations  into  the 
biocremical,  physiological,  metabolic, 
and  nutritional  aspects  of  burn  injury. 
More  recently  studies  of  burn  wound  in- 
fection using  a  plastic  isolator  have 
shown  promise  in  controlling  cross  in- 
fection and  providing  means  of  studying 
self-infection  in  the  burn  patient.  Recent 
evaluation  of  mortality  data  utilizing 
1,831  burn  patients  from  the  service 
shows  a  favorable  comparison  with  those 
in  similar  units,  both  in  the  United 
States  and  England.  The  management  of 
burns  in  children  has  recently  been  re- 
viewed summarizing  the  experience  in 
1,000  burned  children.  Detailed  studies 
of  the  adrenocortical  response  to  burns 
in  approximately  150  adults  and  children 
has  been  completed.  A  project  to  evaluate 
the  local  effectiveness  of  sulfamylon 
acetate  in  diminishing  burn  wound  in- 
fection in  under  way  and  is  aimed  at  gain- 
ing useful  information  with  respect  to 
the  control  of  sepsis.  The  laboratory 
studies  will  be  detailed  later  on. 

e.  General  Surgery:  The  general  surgical 
service  is  a  large  and  active  service  pro- 
viding experience  in  all  types  of  surgery. 
We  are  extremely  fortunate  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  having  a  wide  va- 
riety of  surgical  patients,  including  those 
who  have  experienced  all  types  of  trauma. 
This  provides  an  excellent  training  fa- 
cility for  house  staff  and  students  alike. 
Many  clinical  investigative  programs  are 
underway  in  this  area  including  studies 
of  pancreatitis  by  Doctors  Rittenbury  and 
Zimberg;  liver  surgery  and  circulation  by 
Doctor  Hume;  perforated  ulcers  by  Doctors 
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Harrison  and  Royster;  a  study  of  the  value 
of  the  I131  scintogram  in  the  selection  of 
patients  with  thyroid  nodules  for  surgery 
by  Doctor  Harrison,  in  association  with 
the  departments  of  medicine  and  radi- 
ology; and  cancer  of  the  thyroid  studies 
in  a  sample  of  over  one  thousand  patients 
undergoing  thyroidectomy  at  the  MCV 
Hospitals  since  1953.  A  large  number  of 
clinical  endocrine  studies  have  been  car- 
ried out  over  the  past  several  years  in 
the  department,  including  studies  of 
catechol  amine  excretion  in  patients  with 
pheochromoeytoma  and  hypertension,  di- 
agnostic studies  for  aldosteronism,  meta- 
bolic studies  in  patients  with  parathyroid 
adenomas  or  hyperplasia,  studies  of 
adrenal  physiology  including  the  response 
to  trauma  and  operation,  the  endoctrine 
function  of  the  kidney,  and  others. 

f.  Oncology  Section:  Although  the  de- 
partment of  surgery  has  long  maintained 
an  active  interest  in  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  cancer,  has  conducted  and 
continues  to  conduct  research  in  this 
field,  has  actively  participated  in  the 
tumor  clinic  and  tumor  board  for  many 
years,  maintains  a  cancer  research  fellow, 
and  comes  in  contact  with  cancer  in  one 
form  or  another  every  day,  it  has  not 
heretofore  had  a  special  section  devoted 
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to  this  pursuit.  We  are  interested,  how- 
ever, in  increasing  our  activities  and 
emphasis  in  this  direction  and  toward 
this  end  are  creating  a  section  with  a 
director  to  sharpen  the  focus  of  the  de- 
partment in  this  area.  We  have  a  very 
active  clinical  program  on  head  and 
neck  cancer,  previously  alluded  to,  and 
have  carried  out  studies  relating  to  can- 
cer in  four  areas,  in  addition  to  those 
mentioned  under  the  various  specialties. 
These  are:  malignant  melanoma  (a  five 
year  program  of  primary  perfusion  of  the 
tumor  combined  with  bone  marrow  auto 
transplantation,  wide  local  resection,  and 
excision  of  the  regional  lymph  nodes); 
metastatic  or  primary  cancer  of  the  liver 
treated  by  massive  excision;  cancer  of  the 
breast  treated  by  various  endocrine  abla- 
tive procedures;  and  a  variety  of  cancers 
treated  by  attempts  to  immunize  the  pa- 
tient against  his  own  cancer.  Several  of 
these  are  subjects  of  laboratory  study  as 
well.  With  the  formation  of  a  section  on 
oncology,  we  hope  to  unite  and  correlate 
the  investigative  and  clinical  programs 
more  closely. 

Dr.  Martin  Markowitz  has  devoted  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  the  tumor  clinic 
over  the  past  several  years,  and  has  been 
assisted  rcently  by  Dr.  James  F.  Oates.  In 
the  head  and  neck  section  of  the  clinic 
Drs.  Yale  Zimberg  and  Claude  C.  Cole- 
man represent  the  department.  Dr.  Her- 
bert Lee  has  been  a  member  of  the  tumor 
board  for  many  years.  The  surgical  resi- 
dents work  up  patients  in  the  tumor  clinic 
and  see  cancer  follow-ups  there. 

g.  The  Emergency  Room:  Dr.  Hunter 
McGuire  is  in  charge  of  surgical  ac- 
tivities in  the  emergency  room.  The 
emergency  rooms  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  continue  to  provide  initial 
diagnosis  and  care  for  one  of  the  largest 
groups  of  patients  with  acute  illnesses  in 
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this  entire  area.  An  average  of  134  pa- 
tients are  seen  each  day.  The  observation 
and  treatment  areas  as  well  as  adjacent 
laboratory  and  x-ray  facilities  have  re- 
cently been  enlarged  and  improved,  while 
efforts  are  continuing  to  improve  the 
flow  of  patient  traffic  and  communication 
with  referring  doctors.  The  emergency 
rooms  are  staffed  around  the  clock  by 
surgical  and  medical  interns  and  by  sur- 
gical assistant  residents.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  the  resident  and  attending 
staff,  the  interns  see  all  patients  initially. 
They  treat  service  patients  within  the 
purview  of  their  competence,  refer  pri- 
vate patients  to  requested  on-call  sur- 
geons, and  refer  service  patients  requiring 
hospitalizations  to  appropriate  surgical 
residents.  The  surgical  assistant  residents 
instruct  and  assist  the  interns,  thoroughly 
evaluate  and  follow  patients  being  ob- 
served or  admitted,  and  perform  emer- 
gency surgery  for  which  they  are 
qualified.  By  the  time  a  surgical  trainee 
has  reached  his  final  year  of  residency, 
he  has  been  assigned  in  the  emergency 
room  for  over  2,000  hours,  in  addition 
to  the  hundreds  of  hours  he  has  spent 
there  admitting  patients  or  consulting 
with  more  junior  members  of  the  house 
staff.  This  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
phases  of  his  training  and  one  of  the 
greatest  assets  of  the  MCV  surgical 
program. 

The  emergency  experience  is  also 
shared  with  undergraduate  medical  stu- 
dents in  their  clinical  years.  Each  student 
is  assigned  to  the  emergency  room  for 
at  least  one  week.  During  the  evening 
hours  he  works  up  patients  and  helps 
the  intern  in  the  emergency  room  or 
operating  room.  He  has  an  opportunity 
to   follow   the   progress   of   the   patients 


in  the  hospital.  From  10:00  a.m.  to  4 
p.m.  each  day,  the  student  works  with 
and  is  instructed  by  a  member  of  the 
surgical  attending  staff  who  is  assigned 
for  this  purpose  on  that  day.  The  large 
numbers  of  our  house  staff  now  being 
called  into  the  service  will  find  the  time- 
spent  in  the  emergency  room  an  in- 
valuable asset  to  them  during  their 
wartime  duty. 

h.  The  Outpatient  Department:  There 
has  been  a  greater  and  greater  tendency 
in  recent  years  to  utilize  the  outpatient 
clinic  as  an  extension  of  the  particular 
specialty  responsible  for  the  care  of  that 
type  of  patient  in  the  hospital.  This  has 
been  true  even  in  the  various  sections  of 
general  surgery.  There  is,  however,  a 
general  surgical  outpatient  clinic  for 
those  patients  not  in  a  particular  section, 
and  a  follow-up  clinic  for  the  residents, 
which  is  extremely  valuable.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  emergency  room  is  utilized 
as  a  referral  area  for  acutely  ill  general 
surgical  patients;  and  this  is  a  healthy 
tendency,  because  there  is  a  large  con- 
centration of  surgical  house  staff  and 
attending  staff  in  the  emergency  room 
area.  We  have  stopped  using  the  general 
surgical  clinic  for  student  instruction, 
since  we  feel  their  time  can  be  spent 
more  valuably  in  the  emergency  room, 
on  the  wards,  and  in  the  special  clinics 
where  large  numbers  of  patients  with 
related  problems  can  be  seen. 

VIII.  The  Research  Laboratories 

Some  of  the  activities  of  the  research 
laboratories  have  been  mentioned  in  pass- 
ing. A  decade  ago  the  only  research 
facilities  available  were  two  cramped 
operating  rooms  in  the  old  Brown- 
Sequard  laboratory  and  a  small  chemical 
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laboratory  on  the  third  floor  of  the  same- 
building.  Dog  facilities  were  availablc- 
in  a  brick  addition  to  the  Brown-Sequard 
laboratory.  Since  this  time  our  research 
facilities  have  grown  to  be  among  the 
best  in  the  country. 

The  start  of  our  expnded  research  area 
came  with  the  construction  of  the  Lewis 
L.  Strauss  Surgical  Research  Laboratory. 
This  building  was  built  in  a  location  ad- 
jacent to  the  Brown-Sequard  laboratory, 
which  has  subsequently  been  torn  down. 
It  consists  of  four  floors  including  operat- 
ing facilities,  animal  quarters,  and  labora- 
tories. A  thoroughly  modern  and  well- 
equipped  primate  center  is  being  added 
to  it  at  the  present  time.  The  gene- 
sis of  this  building  centered  about  a  gift 
made  to  the  department  by  several  gener- 
ous benefactors — the  late  Mr.  Sam  E. 
Binswanger  and  Mrs.  Binswanger,  Mrs. 
Adolph  Hammel,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard 
F.  Marks,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keeve  Marks,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Raab,  the  late  Mr.  Mer- 
rill E.  Rabb  and  Mrs.  Raab,  Mr.  Leo 
Rosenthal,  Mr.  Samuel  Rosenthal  and  the 
late  Mrs.  Rosenthal,  Mr.  Leon  L.  Strause, 
Jr.,  and  the  late  Mr.  Maurice  L.  Strause  and 
Mrs.  Strause.  Additional  funds  were  ob- 
tained from  the  State  and  through  match- 
ing grants  of  the  Federal  Government. 
Many  studies  have  been  carried  out  in 
this  laboratory  including  all  of  the  early 
transplant  work,  the  total  body  and  organ 
radiation  work  utilizing  the  one  million 
volt  x-ray  machine,  studies  in  endocri- 
nology and  neuroendocrine  inter-relation- 
ships, studies  of  fetal  physiology,  and 
studies  of  cancer  immunology.  It  has  pro- 
vided a  tremendous  impetus  to  the  research 
activities  of  the  department. 

At  the  present  time  extensive  studies 
of  protein  chemistry  and  enzymology  as 
they  relate  to  the  burn  patient  and  pan- 
creatitis are  under  way.  Particular  empha- 
sis is  being  given  to  a  study  of  the  effect 
of  pancreatic  enzymes  on  the  lethality 
f  rom  acute  experimental  hemorrhagic  pan- 
creatitis in  the  dog.  Fractionation  of  the 
lethal  fluid  is  being  carried  out,  using  a 
continuous  flow  machine  which  has  just 
become  available.  These  data  are  being 
correlated  with  a  clinical  review  of  all 
cases  of  pancreatitis  in  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  Hospitals. 

On  the  burn  service  the  immunolo- 
gical response  of  the  burned  patient  is 
being  evaluated  by  studies  which  measure 
the  phagocytic  capacity  of  the  reticulo- 
endothelial  system.  Experimental  studies 
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are  being  carried  out  to  determine  the 
course  of  the  RES  blockade  that  has  been 
shown  to  occur  in  the  burned  animal. 
The  burned  skin  and  the  bacteria  in  the 
burn  wound  are  being  evaluated  as  pos- 
sible causes.  In  addition,  studies  of  the 
various  factors  contributing  to  burn  mor- 
tality are  continuing,  with  special  em- 
phasis upon  prognostication  techniques. 
Some  of  the  RES  blockade  experiments 
are  likewise  being  related  to  the  trans- 
plant program.  These  studies  are  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Max  Rittenbury  with 
the  help  of  Dr.   Lawrence  Hanback. 

The  primate  colony  will  be  used  not 
only  for  burn  studies  but  also  for  studies  of 
pain  pathways  by  Doctor  Collins'  group 
and  for  studies  of  neuroendocrine  inter- 
relationships as  they  relate  to  diabetic  re- 
tinopathy  and   carcinoma   of   the   breast. 

Radiation  studies  related  to  the  trans- 
plant program  are  continuing.  In  addition 
to  the  projects  mentioned  under  the  indi- 
vidual sections,  there  is  a  large  program 
in  all  aspects  of  transplantation  immunity 
going  on  in  the  laboratory.  Additional 
laboratory  facilities  were  made  available 
by  the  completion  of  the  Medical  Edu- 
cation Building  which  have  provided  us 
with  further  animal  care  facilities,  operat- 
ing  areas,   radiographic   equipment,    and 
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chemical  and  small  animal  laboratories. 
In  the  transplantation  program  studies 
have  been  carried  out  with  anti-lympho- 
cyte serum;  radiation  of  first  and  second 
transplants;  radiation  of  circulating  blood, 
with  implants  and  shunts;  total  body 
irradiation;  subtotal  body  irradiation;  an- 
tigen localization;  cross  circulation;  cross 
circulation  radiation;  immunosuppressive 
agents,  including  6-mercaptopurine;  the 
use  of  prednisone  for  immunosuppres- 
sion; and  other  techniques  which  have 
since  become  standard  in  clinical  trans- 
plant programs  throughout  the  world. 


Additional  studies  have  been  carried 
out  in  organ  preservation  and  perfusion, 
avoidance  of  intrarenal  vascular  spasm, 
renal  blood  flow,  blood  flow  during  re- 
jection, liver  perfusion,  liver  transplanta- 
tion, enzyme  changes  during  rejection, 
immunoelectrophoresis  in  transplanted  an- 
imals and  patients,  immunofluorescence, 
thymectomy,  lymphocyte  cytotoxicity,  and 
many  other  areas.  In  addition  to  the 
transplant  program,  studies  are  under  way 
in  several  endocrine  areas,  in  cancer  im- 
munology, and  in  liver  physiology. 

The  clinical  research  center  has  made 
beds  available  for  certain  studies  carried 
out  in  the  department.  Dr.  H.  Myron 
Kauffman  is  assistant  director  of  the 
clinical  research  center,  where  studies  in 
transplantation  immunology,  hypophysec- 
tomy,  aldosteronism,  and  portal  hemo- 
dynamics are  under  way. 

An  exchange  program  with  Dr.  Roy 
Calne  in  England  began  two  years  ago. 
Drs.  Jock  Wheeler  (1964-65)  and  W. 
Edward  Dalton  (1965-66)  were  the  first 
two  fellows  from  here  to  go  to  England, 
and  Drs.  Maurice  Slapak  and  H.  J.  O. 
White  were  the  fellows  from  England. 
We  hope  to  keep  the  exchange  an  annual 
affair,  but  this  is  currently  being  made 
difficult  by  virtue  of  the  military  demands 
being  made  upon  the  house  staff. 

The  research  program  in  the  depart- 
ment has  been  supported  from  many 
sources.  These  include  grants  from  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health,  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission,  the  American  Can- 
cer Society,  the  Richmond  Area  Heart 
Association,  the  Virginia  Heart  As- 
sociation, DASA,  and  many  private 
contributors.  A  training  program  in  trans- 
plantation, financed  by  the  NIH,  was 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  The 
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training  includes  not  only  investigative 
work  in  the  laboratory  but  also  participa- 
tion in  the  clinical  transplant  program. 
It  has  thus  been  possible  to  create  a  total 
program  in  this  field  leading  all  the  way 
from  fundamental  investigative  work  to 
the  care  and  apparent  cure  of  patients 
who  were  otherwise  facing  certain  death. 

IX.   Surgical  Pathology 

The  division  of  Surgical  pathology, 
while  originally  wholely  within  the  de- 
partment of  surgery,  was  moved  admin- 
istratively within  the  department  of  path- 
ology three  years  ago.  The  division  retains 
an  academic  status  in  surgery  as  well,  how- 
ever, and  remains  on  integral  part  of  the 
teaching  and  clinical  programs.  Drs.  Saul 
Kay,  David  Borland,  and  R.  Page  Hud- 
son have  made  many  valuable  contribu- 
tions to  the  care  of  the  patients  and  to 
the  teaching  program. 

THE  RESIDENCY  AND  INTERNSHIP 
PROGRAM 

In  the  past  decade  there  has  been  a 
five-fold  increase  in  the  number  of  resi- 
dents and  interns  in  the  department  of 
surgery  and  a  continued  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  being  cared  for.  There 
are  now  65  residents  and  interns  in  gen- 
eral surgery  alone,  with  an  additional  18 
in  the  specialties.  The  residency  program 
has  become  one  of  the  most  sought  after 
in  the  country.  This  has  resulted  from 
the  wealth  and  variety  of  clinical  ma- 
terial available,  the  enlargement  of  the 
investigative  program,  and  the  increase 
in  the  teaching  staff.  A  majority  of 
the  men  who  finish  the  program  each 
year  stay  in  the  state  of  Virginia. 

The  program  is  largely  a  "horizontal"

one  in  contrast  to  the  pyramidal  system 
in  use  in  some  teaching  institutions.  In 
most  instances  the  men  who  begin  with 
us  as  interns  finish  the  residency  program 
either  in  general  surgery  or  one  of  the 
specialities.  Rotations  are  provided 
through  all  of  the  specialties  and  many 
of  the  men  spend  some  time  in  the 
laboratory  as  well.  There  are  very  few 
places  in  the  country  where  a  man  in- 
terested in  surgery  can  gain  a  more 
varied  and  active  experience  than  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia. 


THE  STUDENT  CURRICULUM 
The  pattern  of  the  student  curriculum 
in  the  clinical  years  has  not  yet  been 
worked  out,  but  for  some  time  its  impact 
upon  the  department  has  made  itself 
felt,  i-irst,  there  were  the  years  of  plan- 
ning and  policy  making,  and  subsequent 
to  this  the  beginning  involvement  in  first 
and  second  year  teaching,  in  the  com 
bined  lecture  schedule,  and  faculty  partici- 
pation in  the  various  subject-matter  com- 
mittees. There  is  little  doubt  that  further 
commitment  to  the  teaching  program  will 
recjuire  an  expansion  of  the  faculty  even 
beyond  that  now  envisioned.  The  prin- 
ciple of  the  curriculum  seems  a  good  one: 
to  introduce  the  student  to  the  patient  in 
the  first  few  days  of  school  and  to  include 
a  study  of  the  patient  pari  passu  with  the 
study  of  his  organ  systems.  In  the  clinical 
years  if  this  leads  to  a  closer  and  more- 
frequent  relationship  between  the  student, 
the  patient,  and  the  instructor,  it  must  in- 
evitably provide  a  more  exciting  and  re- 
warding experience  for  all  concerned. 

POSTGRADUATE  EDUCATION 

Up  to  this  point  the  participation  of 
the  department  in  postgraduate  education 
has  consisted  primarily  of  five  general 
types  of  contacts: 
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1)  Grand  Rounds  and  Similar  Con- 
ferences: which  are  open  to  all  physi- 
cians, provide  an  opportunity  to  discuss 
in  some  depth  the  problems  illustrated 
by  the  presentation  of  a  case  or  two. 

2)  The  Lecture  Series:  Each  year  the  de- 
partment participates  in  one  or  more 
of  the  lecture  series  put  on  by  the  med- 
ical school  and  available  to  all  physicians. 

3)  The  Traveling  Societies:  There  are 
many  small  groups  known  as  travel  so- 
cieties who  visit  academic  departments 
for  two  or  three  days  each  year  and  attend 
programs  put  on  by  the  department.  We 
have  played  host  to  a  number  of  these 
groups  and  are  entertaining  another  this 
spring.  This  provides  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  the  travel  group  to  get  to  know 
the  school  and  for  a  two-way  exchange 


of  information  to  take  place  at  the  post- 
graduate level. 

4)  National     Postgraduate     Courses: 

Members  of  the  department  have  par- 
ticipated in  many  national  postgraduate 
courses,  some  given  in  Richmond  itself, 
and  some  given  at  other  medical  centers. 
Some  of  the  courses  have  attracted  more 
than  700  paid  registrants. 

5)  Presentation  and  Publication:  Post- 
graduate education  also  takes  the  form 
of  presentation  of  papers  at  city,  county, 
state,  and  national  society  meetings  and 
the  publication  of  written  reports  sum- 
marizing the  experience  in  various  clinical 
conditions  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia. A  communication  of  this  type  is 
put  out  by  the  department  at  a  rate  of 
better  than  one  a  week. 


We  want  to  expand  our  activities  in 
postgraduate  education  in  the  future  and 
hope  to  do  so  in  part  by  contributions  to 
the  MCV  Quarterly,  by  publication  of 
the  more  interesting  Grand  Rounds  and 
other  conferences,  and  perhaps  by  arrang- 
ing intensive  refresher  courses  two  or 
three  times  a  year. 

The  past  decade  has  been  an  exciting 
and  interesting  one  to  all  of  those  of  us 
who  have  participated  in  it.  In  the  next 
decade  we  look  to  an  even  greater  de- 
velopment particularly  of  our  clinical 
facilities ;  our  clinical  investigative  pro- 
grams; student  activities;  and  most  par- 
ticularly of  our  residency  program,  which 
is  the  essence  of  the  entire  service,  in- 
timately associated  as  it  is  with  student 
instruction,  research,  and  above  all  the 
care  of  the  patient. 


Me  $aj>  Crtfaute 

Dr.  Russell  Lafayette  Cecil,  one  of  the 
most  illustrious  alumni  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  was  born  October  13, 
1881,  in  Nicholasville,  Kentucky,  the  son 
of  Reverend  Russell  L.  and  Alma  Miller 
Cecil,  but  spent  his  formative  years  and 
much  of  his  early  life  in  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia. His  father  was  the  distinguished 
and  much  loved  pastor  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  family  oc- 
cupied a  high  position  in  the  cultural, 
religious,  and  social  life  of  this  city. 

Doctor  Cecil  received  his  bachelor  of 
arts  degree,  cum  laude,  from  Princeton, 
in  1902,  and  in  1906  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  medicine  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  which,  in  1928  bestowed  on 
him  an  honorary  doctor  of  science  degree. 
Following  his  graduation  from  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  1906,  he  studied 
in  Europe  and  then  returned  to  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  as  a  voluntary  assist- 
ant. After  a  period  of  twelve  months  in 
this  institution,  he  was  invited  to  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at 
Columbia  University.  Then,  in  1915  he 
joined  the  faculty  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  an  association  that  con- 
tinued until  his  death.  During  this  time, 
he  rose  to  the  faculty  rank  of  professor 
of  clinical  medicine  and  held  important 
staff  positions  in  the  New  York  and 
Bellevue  Hospitals  and  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery. 

In  1925,  forty  years  prior  to  his  death, 
he  had  the  original  idea  about  text  books 
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of  medicine  which  undoubtedly  made  him 
the  best  known  American  physician  in 
the  world.  At  this  time,  he  was  on  the 
faculty  of  the  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College  and  was  taking  a  very  active 
part  in  the  teaching  program.  He  became 
aware  that  text  books  of  medicine  were 
becoming  fast  outdated  and  that  the  scope 
of  medical  knowledge  was  far  surpassing 
the  capacity  for  any  single  individual  to 
encompass.  Instead  of  a  text  by  a  single 
author,  Doctor  Cecil  proposed  a  book  in 
which  each  field  of  medicine  would  be 
covered  by  an  acknowledged  authority. 
This  was  a  most  revolutionary  idea  at 
the  time  and  the  text  book  received  a 
lukewarm  reception  when  it  first  ap- 
peared in  1927.  This  attitude  rapidly 
changed  and  in  the  span  of  a  few  short 
years  Cecil's  Text  Book  of  Medicine 
had  become  a  standard  in  the  medical 
schools  of  the  English  speaking  nations. 
It  is  now  in  its  12th  edition,  has  an 
accumulative  sale  of  over  12  million 
copies,  in  English  alone,  and  has  been 
officially  translated  into  many  foreign  lan- 
guages. Contributing  authors  are  among 
the  most  distinguished  doctors  in  this 
country. 

Initially,  his  medical  interests  were  di- 
rected towards  pneumonia  and  other  in- 
fectious diseases;  but  he  was  shortly 
drawn  into  intense  and  lasting  battle 
against  arthritis.  The  first  clinic  dealing 
with  this  type  of  disease  was  started  by 
him  at  Cornell  University  in  1922;  and, 
in  1931  in  association  with  Nichols  and 
Stansby,   he   developed    an    agglutination 


test  for  rheumatoid  arthritis.  He  aided 
in  the  organization  of  the  American  Rheu- 
matism Association  and  was  its  first  presi- 
dent in  1937.  Subsequently,  he  continued 
as  an  active  and  interested  member  of  the 
Association  and  served  on  all  of  its  most 
important  committees.  He  was  the  first 
president  of  the  New  York  Rheumatism 
Association  when  it  was  established  in 
1943.  In  1954  he  became  the  medical 
director  of  the  Arthritis  Foundation  and 
served  in  this  capacity  until  1958  when 
he  became  the  consulting  medical  director. 

In  1962  he  was  presented  with  the 
highest  honor  bestowed  by  the  American 
Medical  Association,  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award.  In  bestowing  this  honor, 
the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  pointed  out  that: 
"In  more  recent  decades  his  special  in- 
terest and  work  have  turned  to  the 
problems  of  chronic  disabling  arthritis. 
Not  only  has  he  made  original  scientific 
contributions  in  this  most  important  area 
but  he  has  served  unselfishly  and  most 
effectively  as  a  councillor  and  advisor  in 
the  whole  field,  and  particularly  in  the 
guidance  of  rapid  expansion  in  research 
of  arthritis." 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Association 
of  American  Physicians,  the  American 
Society  of  Clinical  Investigation,  the 
American  Clinical  and  Climatological  As- 
sociation, the  American  Society  of  Im- 
munologists,  the  American  College  of 
Physicians,  the  Harvey  Society,  and  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Medicine.

Our  pharmacology  refresher  course  has 
been  completed,  but  we  do  not  have  an 
evaluation  from  the  participants  available 
for  publication  at  this  time.  Attendance 
has  been  good;  and,  if  interest  is  any  in- 
dex of  success,  the  program  has  been 
successful. 

Our  senior  students  are  making  their 
annual  manufacturing  tour  of  Upjohn 
and  Lilly  this  year.  The  group  leaves 
Richmond  February  26  and  returns  on 
March  4.  About  sixty  students  with  wives 
are  expected  to  make  the  visit  accom- 
panied by  our  assistant  dean,  John  An- 
drako,  and  his  wife.

James  W.  Humphreys,  Jr.  (M),  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  made  headlines  all  over 
the  country  in  his  unusual  operation  of 
the  Vietnamese  soldier  who  was  a  walk- 
ing explosive  with  a  live  grenade  lodged 
in  his  back.  The  60-millimeter  grenade 
had  been  fired  at  point  blank  range  into 
the  back  of  Nguyen  Van  Chinh,  a  52-year 
old  farmer.  It  would  have  armed  itself  in 
a  12-foot  flight  but  it  had  traveled  only 
eight  feet  before  the  projectile  (about  2 
inches  in  diameter)  imbedded  itself  in 
Chinh's  back.  At  the  hospital  the  identity 
of  the  missile  was  determined  by  X-ray, 
and  the  patient  was  segregated  immediately 
in  a  shack  back  of  the  hospital.  General 
Humphreys  studied  the  problem.  There'd 
been  nothing  like  it  in  medical  books — or 
in  his  experience.  He  had  a  sandbag  wall 
erected,  fashioned  a  loop  from  flexible 
wire,  and  inserted  the  wire  into  a  hollow 
tube.  They  then  rigged  up  a  scalpel  on  the 
end  of  another  long  tube.  After  the  area 
had  been  deadened,  the  doctors  made  the 
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incision,  ever  so  carefully,  and  fished  out 
the  grenade  by  placing  the  loop  over  it. 
(The  loop  had  been  tested  earlier  on  a 
dummy  grenade.)  Out  it  came,  immediately 
to  be  dropped  in  a  box  of  sand.  A  detona- 
tion expert  rushed  it  away,  and  exploded 
it.  It  would  have  killed  anyone  within  an 
eight-meter  radius,  and  would  have  in- 
flicted severe  wounds  far  beyond  the  lethal 
limit.
